In the extreme’ southwest corner 
of Alberta, around the beautiful 
Waterton ‘Lakes, was created in 
1895 another national park with an 
area of 220 square miles, Waterton 
Lakes National Park lies just north 
of the International Boundary be- 
tween Canada and the United 
States, and adjoins Glacier Natiou- 
ol Park in Montana. To-day the 
Waterton-Glacier International 
Peace Park, as it is known, exemp- 
lifies the spirit of good neighbour- 
liness and co-operation which has 
existed’ between Canada and the 
United States for over a hundred 
years, This region is rich in early 
history and stirring . adventure. 
Along the forested slopes of its 
multi-coloured mountains and 
down through its beautiful valleys 
have passed in turn Indians, trapp- 
ers and traders, in the great caval- 
cade of events in the days gone 
by. The regioh was oncé a rich 
hunting ground for the Indians, and 
great herds of buffalo roamed here, 
To-day the buffalo has disappeared 
but Waterton’ Lakes National Park 


still provides sanctuary for many | = 


other big game animals, including 
many elk, mule deer, and black 
bear. It is also a popular vacation 
eentre and is‘ linked with ' glacier 
National Park ot the south by the 
‘Chief mountain International High- 
way, Good motor roads connecting 
with the Alberta and British Col- 
umbia Provincial highway systems 
make this popular national play- 
ground easily accessible to Canadian 
motorists. Many forms of recrea- 
tion are open to visitors to this 
park, including boating, swimming, 
fishing, terinis, golf, and of course 
trail riding.

had practically disappeared from! 
the Canadian prairies. Through the 
foresight of an agent of the Domin- 
ion Government the opportunity 
was afforded to re-establish the 
plains buffalo in Canada by the 
acquisition of the greater part of 
the only remaining large herd on 
the continent, owned by a Montana 
rancher, Michael Pablo. Negotia- 
toins for the purchase of the herd 
began in 1906 and subsequently a 
total of 410. head was shipped to 
Elk Island Park. To-day this park 
contains over a thousand of the 
finest buffalo on the continent, to- 
gether with more than 400 elk and 
a large number of moose and deer. 

Elk Island National Park, which 
covers an area of approximately 
51 square miles, is a rolling, wodded 
well-watered country, and in addi- 
tion to being one of Canada's 
greatest parks, now ranks
